We would not tolerate in the 
Reading men who are not of the highest hon- 
esty. If all railroads were as free from taint 
as the Reading there would be no railroad

The Pennsylvania railroad is one of a com- 
munity of interests that controls railroading. 
The New York Central is another of these in- 
terests, but the Perinsylvania has the largest 
grip.

tion’s Love by Act of Clemency. 


PLEADS FOR SLAYERS’ LIVES.

Alfonso Grants Touching Appeal That 
Stops March to Gallows. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MADRID, May 27.—Princess Ena today is 
the most popular and best beloved woman in 
Spain. She has endeared herself more than 
ever to the people whose queen she will be 
by an act of clemency to which two men owe 
their Hvex. 

Spain's queen-to-be signalized her entry 
into her kingdom by interceding for two 
criniinale condemned) to death. She made 
her plea direct to Alfonso. To him just now 
her slightest wish is law, and no execution 
will mar the celebration of her wedding. 

One of the condemned men, Fernando 
Levera, whose trial excited the interest of 
all Spain, was awaiting the hour of his death 
in the chapel at Badajoze, a neighboring 
town. A petition asking for clemency in 
his behalf was presented to Princess Ena 
a few hours before the time set for the execu- 
tion. She pleaded at once with the king for 


the man’s life. 

King Orders Ministers to Obey Her. 

tInable to grant the pardon himself, Al- 
fonso summoned his minister, and, after a 
cabinet council, the government resolved to 
grant the request, as it was the first petition 
the princess had made in Spain. Thereupon 
the king issued a pardon, and a telegram 
announcing this fact reached the prison,at 
Badajoze half an hour before the time set for 


the execution. 


The march to the scaffold was about to be- 


gin when a messenger brought word of the 
pardon. The dramatic circumstances under 
which the pardon was given, as the con- 
demned man was going to the gallows, at- 
rected wide spread attention and has firmly 
established the popularity of Princess Ena. 
The other condemned man saved from exe- 
eution by the intercession of Princesse Ena 
wae in prison at Ferrol. His execution wae 
fixed for Wednesday. The populations of 
Badajoze and Ferrol are enthusiastic over 
this act of clemency. Princess Ena today re- 
ceived telegrams from those cities thanking 
her for the spirit of mercy she displayed. 


People Wild with Enthusiasm. 

There was remarkable scenes of rejoicing 
in Badajoze. The townspeople formed & pro~ 
ceasion and sang the praises of their queen 
te be. The people of Madrid also highly ap- 
prove the princess’ humane intervention, and 
the newspapers comment upon the coming 
queen's first act as being one ae mercy. 

The cabinet ministers have had their share 
in the prevailing enthusiasm over Alfonso’s 
fiancée. Premier Moret expressed hie official 
view while drinking a toast to the princess. 
Addressing King Alfonso, the premier said: 

“Sire, you have brought us a treasure.

At half past 10 the imperial yacht is seen, 
coming up the Neva. It! stops just below 
the Nicholas bridge and several small 
launches meet it. The launches come up to 
the quay opposite the Winter palace, and 
the emperor, who has not seen his capital 
for over fifteen months, steps up cut ofthe 
launch. The small crowd of spectators 
cheer lustily.

Coming of the Wiel

' Bewildering Maze of Color. 


Already the chamberlains in their gor- 
geously decorated uniforms come in.

The members of 
the council of state, the assistants of the 
ministers, the suites of the imperial and 
grand ducal courts, the army and navy repre- 
sentatives, the foreign ambassadors, and 
ministers gather on the platform to the right.

Crowds in the Streets. 


The crowd becomes so dense that the depu- 
ties cannot: pass. The mounted police try to 
clear a passage and a conflict is imminent. 
But the officer does an unheard of thing. He 
appeals to the crowd and asks them to make 
a passage themselves. It is done immediate- 
ly, and as thé deputies file through the same 
cry of amnesty isthrown at each one. 

After the religious service in the douma and 
the taking of the oath, they proceed to elect 
the president,, By'an overwhelming majority 
Muromsteéev is elected. ‘Then Petrunkevitch 
asks for the’ floor and in a short, forcible 
speech says that he wants. the first word 
spoken in the free parliament to be a word for 
freedom—for amnesty. He had expressed 
formally the thought of every member of the 
douma, of every person crowded outside the 
palace, of all those whosé thoughts were then 
pentered on that gathering. 

The presidenc’s speech indicated the road 
the douma wishes to follow, and will follow— 
‘* respect for the prerogatives of the consti- 
tutional monarch ”’—* the complete realiza- 
tion of the tights of the imperial douma: 
rights resulting from the very nature of rep- 
resentation of the people.” 


Clerks Ordered Out. 


There was a significant incidemt just be- 
fore the adjdurning of the assembly. In the 
body of the douma. scattered among the dep- 
uties and standing at the back against the 
wall were some fifty “ uniformed” function- 
aries, membérs of the chanceries who had as- 
sisted in the seating of the douma, the ad- 
ministering of the oath, and other func- 
tions.

WANT AMERICA TO INTERVENE. 


Panama Liberal Leaders Sail for United 
States to Secure Fair Election 
in Isthmus. 


COLON, May 27.—The steamer Allianca, 
which sailed tonight for New York, had as 
passengers Dr. Pablo Arosemena, vice presi- 
dent of the republic of Panama, Dr. Porras, 
Dr. Euseblo Morales, and”“Gen..

Washington, D.: C., May 27.—The grave 
condition of Michael Davitt, who has been 
seriously ill for some time in’ a hospital at 
Dublin, Ireland, has been cabled to his rela- 
tives in Washington by Mrs. Davitt. A ca- 
blegram received by Miss Davitt, a eister, 
this morning announced he was sinking. 
Another received this afternoon stated mae 
he was “ very low.’’ 


Sketch of “His Career. 

Nine years of Michael Davitt's'60 years were 
spent in prison because of his outspoken and 
flery opposition to landlordism. Born March 
25, 1846, of an Irish peasant father atid an 
American born mother; he felt the weight of 
the system at the early age of 5 years, when 
the Davitts were evicted from thelr small 
holding in Straide, County Mayo. The fam- 
ily then went to Lancashire, where Davitt, at 
the age of 11 years, lost an arm ina cotton 
factory where he was employed. 

After spending: seven and a: half years in 
prison for “ treason-felony " for his part in 
the Irish revolutionary movemént, which he 
joined in 1866, he was released in 1877 on 
ticket of leave. After a visit to fhe United 
States he joined the late Mr. Parnell in organ- 
izing the Land league. A hweek's imprison- 
ment resulted in November, 1879, for his 
flery speeches. 


Ticket of Leave Man. 

Recalled from a tour of this country in 
1881 by the prosecution of the league, he 
was arested again as a ticket of have man 
and served fifteem months. 

In 1883, arrested for his violent apeetiies 
against landlordism, he refused to give bond, 
and spent four months in a cell in Rich- 
mond bridewell, Dublin. While @ prisoner he 
was elected to the parliament, but the house 
of commons disqualified him. At the expira- 
tion of his ticket of leave he refused impor- 
tunities to stand for parliament.

Although the scow was 
anchored close to the old Casino plier, he 
was thwarted and forced to maintain his 
place. Time and again he wae caught by 
waves and nearly swept overboard, but as 
often he succeeded in regaining his hold. 

Roused from sleep by the cry of the watch- 
man in the tower, Capt. Sinnegan and his 
crew put out, and, after a desperate struggle 
with the waves, reached the tossing scow- 
Three times the life savers were driven 
away, but Kelly finally was taken ashore on 
a line that had been thrown across the 
scow. 


Hard Work of Life Savers. 


Then, after Kelly had been cared*for, the 
life savers attempted to save the scow. De- 
spite their struggles the men were repeatedly 
swept from their feet and carried overboard. 

“ Look out for your lives, boys,’ shouted 
Capt. Sinnéegan, as a towering wave swept 
over them and forced them to abandon their 
places. ‘* Get to the boat.” 

Six of the eight men composing his crew 
were swept into the lake and succeeded in 
reaching the lifeboat only after a hard fight 
with the waves. Efforts to raise the scow 
will be made today. 

The scow was used in the construction of a 
pier to replace the old breakwater, the Casi- 
no pier, built shortly before the world's fair. 
The new pier is to be made of concrete, and 
is to extend far out into the lake. 


Vessels Kept in the Harbor. 


Choppy seas and a high wind held a score 
of Jarge boats in the Chicago harbor all day. 
No craft has been able to leave since Satur- 
day morning. During the day and last even- 
ing the wind blew steadily from the north- 
west at an average velocity of thirty-four 
miles an hour. 

Two large lumber barges left South Chi- 
cago in the morning, but were driven back. 
Rain fell intermittently during the day, 
settling into a steady drizzle in the evening. 

The wind rose to nearly fifty miles an hour 
late in the afternoon, and two plate glase 
windows at 47 and 60 State street were 
broken.

GURLA HIGHWOOD SUICIDE 


ENDS HER LIFE AFTER EVENING 
IN THE RESORTS. 


Georgiana Bower, 17 Years 014, Lake 
Forest, the Prey of the Saloons in 
the Village Adjoining Fort Sheri- 
dan — Secures Employment There 
and Secretly Becomes Familiar 
with Its Ways-—-Goes to a Dance, 
Takes Acid on Way Home. 


Highwood and its row of saloons, which 
the United States government, through the 
army officers at Fort Sheridan, has at- 
tempted in vain to wipe out, exacted its toll 
of human life agaim yesterday, when a4 
young girl committed suicide. Miss Georgi- 
ana Bower, the daughter of John Bower, a 
Lake korest house painter, died as a resdit 
of poisoning by carbolic dcid, which she 
bad taken after a farewell evening in the 
Highwood . ealoons, 

She.waas 17 years old. Leaving her home, on 
McKinley road, a mile north of Lake BPorest, 
a short time ago she became a: housemaid in 
Highland Park. . It was there she met the 
acquaintances who taught her the ways of 
Highwood. 


Girl Frequents the Saloons. 


Without letting her parents know of her 
actions, the young girl became a frequenter 
of the saloons. She made friends of some of 
the barroom loafers and accepted one of them 
as an intimate. | “ 

She was discharged from her place as 
housemaid and returned to her father’s 
house. Her parents learned something of 
her steps and she was not permitted to visit 
Highwood as frequently as before. On Sat- 
urday night she obtained their consent to go 
to a dance with her elder sister, Effie, 19 
years old. The two girls went toa Highwood 
saloon, where they met friends and began 
to drink. They passed from one resort to 
another until late at night. 

Among the young men with whom they 
drank were George Lawrence, said to have 
been Georgiana's sweetheart, Herbert E. 
Belding, and Joe Sullivan. The former two 
of these accompanied the girls to the last 
train for their home village, and, it is said, 
Lawrence quarreled with Georgiana. They 
reached Lake Forest at 1:20 and Harry Ru- 
dolph, an acquaintance, set out with them on 
the long walk to their house. 


Takes Poison: Falls to Ground. 


As they neared home, Georgiana excused 
herself and stepped to the side of the road 
behind a clump of trees. She returned a 
moment later and fell prostrate. Her sister 
and Rudolph thought that she had been over- 
come by the effects of the liquor she had 
taken and after some time carried her to a 
barn nearby. 

At 6 o'clock Rudolph went home. At 8 
o'clock the sister, in despair, went for Mrs. 
Bower. She came just tn time to find her 
daughter dying. Mrs. Elva Wright, a physi- 
clan, was called, but the girl was dead. 

Coroner Taylor of Libertyville was sum- 
moned and began aninquiry. Near the place 
where the girl had stepped behind the trees 
was found an almost emptied four ounce bot- 
tle labeled “ carbolic acid.”’ An examination 
of the mouth of the dead girl showed severe 
burns, and the post-mortem showed that éhe 
had died of acid poisoning. 

The inquest was opened, but Effie, the sis- 
ter, was hardly able to tell her story con- 
nectedly. She told the events of the evening 
in Highwood and stated that she had seen the 
bottle of carbolic acid in her sister’s room for 
a week. Rudolph was the only other wit- 
ness examined The others could mat be 
found and the coroner’s jury will take ap Its 
work again today.

“ Life is a luxury and it deserves al¥ the 
luxuries which man can conquer from na- 
ture with his toil or his thought,”* M. M..

“is an evil symptom. it Is the old spirit of 
asceticism in a new guise.

If the Greeks and the Romans per- 
ished, so did the barbarous Parthians and 
the severely simple Spartans. 

“The modern man is stronger and ca- 
pable of greater endurance, not in spite of 
the comforts and luxuries of civilized life,

clety was more, simple and severe, men could 
not stand the strain to which the American 
or the European is subjected today, 


' Prosperity Elevates the. Masses. 

“ But wealth, against which the reformers 
raise their voices, has made human life de- 
eent. BEven liberty is born c! better material 
conditions. Prosperity elevates the masses. 
It is mot * blessed to be poor.’ Poverty, like 
disease, is life at a low ebb. Art, science, 
genius, beauty, are all luxuries, and yet 
how unprofitable and flat life would be with- 
out them. Get all you can enjoy, and enjoy 
all: you possess. The quest of wealth and 
the quest of knowledge protect civilization 
from falling into the sere and yellow leaf.’’ 


Evils in College Life. 


“ The increasing number of students In our 
prepar<tory schools and colleges.’ the Rev. 
W. A. Bartlett said in First Congregational 
church, “is not of itself a good sign. It 
means the great increase of weulth in this 
country, so that it is considered the proper 
thing to send the boy or girl to college or 
university. It would be a good thing if 
some millionaire would; endow -a college of 
good horse sense.

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MONEY MYSTERY PUZZLE 


FINALLY SOLVED BY STATEMENT 
| OF Ine OCENT CUSTOMS CASHIER. 


All Bits Which Passed Through De- 
troit Customs Collector's Office Had, 
Contrary to Law, Names of Firms 
Written on Them—Secret Service 
Officials Suspicious Until Cashier 
Admitted He Wrote Names to Trace 
Possitjie Counterfeits. 


Wasbinéton, D, C., May 28.—[Special. }—A 
money: mystery: of absorbing interest to the 
secret service officers while it lasted has been 
solved at Detroit. For a long time the offi- 
cials of the United States subtreasury in 
Chicago and of the treasury Gepartment in 
Washington were puzzled to explain why all 
the curregt notes of large denomination re- 
ceived from the office of the collector of cus- 
toms at Detroit bore the names of certain 
business firms of that city written in ink. | 

The statutes prohibit the mutilation of 
money, even by writing or stamping across 
the backior face of bills The case was 
turned over to the secret service bureau for 
investigation. 

Advertising or Fraud? 

At first it wae assumed that the names 
were written by the firms themselvee for ad- 
vertising purposes. When interviewed, how- 
ever, the firms which had business with the 
customs office declared that they knew 
nothing about the matter. Some fine detec- 
tive work was done in the counting rooms 
of these firms without result and the govern- 
ment officers were more perplexed than ever. 

It wae observed that all the names were 
written in the same hand, and thie at first 
suggested that some ulterior design was en- 
tertained by some person who wished to de- 
fraud womebody. The collector of customs 
at Detroit said he did not know the ha 
writing 4nd all he knew about the matt 
was that the bills, which were always of the 
denomination of $50 or over, were marked | 
when they came into his hands from the 
firme in question.

_ Old Conditions Cannot Return. 
“Whatever may have been their sins of 
omission or commission, the packing inter- 
ests are not golhe to be dissolved and we will 
not return to the old conditions, where every 
meat dealer was his own butcher. If evils 
exist in the manmer of conducting this busi- 
ness, it is the duty of congress to ascertain 
their character in order to act intelligently 
to correct them. Ifthe law at present on 
the statute books is insufficient to enable 
correction, then it should be. amended, but 
if it is adequate I¢ ought to be enforced. 

“The eenate “accepted the Beveridge 
amendment without that amendment hav- 
ing been considered by the committee, and 
it is the duty of the house to inform itself as 
to the need for and effect of the amendment 
before giving approval to it. This will be 
done. I am satisfied the result will be a 
better plece of legislation, if it is found 
necessary, than that which the senate has 
adopted, legislation which will protect the. 
consumer and be fair to the producer,”

No funde 
needed for perfect machinery for ‘ventila- 
tion should be spared, skilled supervision, 
of course, being demsuded. The injury 
to the eyes of the boys and girls and the 


| depressing effects upon the mental activity

that no one can find fault with the proper 
Outlay to remedy such faults. 

The pressure on the board of education 
.to spend money for good light and pure 
air is not so great ae it is to use the funds 
in ways less beneficial to the children.

A great lady who has just gone. to her 
last rest, after a life of many triais and 
sorrows, borne with patient and uncomplain- 
ing dignity, is the dowager duchess of Beau- 
fort, who succumbed to a three days’ ill- 
ress immediately after her return from a 
visit to her exiled son, Lord Arthur Somer- 
set, who has been dividing his existence be- 
tween Paris and the south of France, ever 
since the terrible scandal which startled 
English society in 1889, and which forced 
him to a hurried flight from Engiand, in 
order to escape the execution of the war- 
rant which had been issued for his ar- 
rest. 

It is unnecessary to say more 6f the mat- 
ter here than that the crimes laid at his. 
coor were of such a nature as to condemn 
him to everlasting disgrace and the most 
severe form of social ostracism. And when 
one reflects that he was formerly a major 
of the Roya! Horse guards, a member of 
the royal household, and one of the most 
popular figures in clubdom and in English 
society, it is amazing that he should have 
preferred to Hve on, branded as he is with the 
stigma of tnfamy, rather than to invite in- 
duigence, pity, and oblivion by a self-in- 
flicted justice, namely, death. His family 
refused to have anything to do with him 
after his disgrace. Only his ol@-mother re- 
mained constant In her affection for him, 
and as he could not visit her In England she 
made a point of spending several weeks with 
him each spring in the south of France 

> 


Nor was Lord Arthur the only son of hers 
who stood in need of her comfort and sup- 
port. There was Lord Henry Somerset, hus- 
band of Lady Henry Somerset, so well known 
in America in connection with her active 
leadership of the temperance and feminist 
movements. Lady Henry, when her only 
son was about 6 years old, left her husband 
and brought the most abominabie charges 
against him. As he was controller of Queen 
Victoria's household at the time, her majes- 
ty, who entertained a warm regard for him, 
intrusted Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, the 
eminent diplomatist and former ambassador, 


‘with the duty of quietly investigating the 


matter for her. Wolff, while admitting 
that Lord Henry had been indiscreet, made 
a confidential report to the queen, clearing 
him of the accusations brought against him 
by his wife. But Lord Henry, although as- 
sured by the queen of her unaltered conti- 
dence and good will, preferred to résign 
his controliership of the royal household and 
his seat in parliament and to retire to Flor- 
ence, where he has made his home ever since. 
Lord Henry was retained by the late queer 
as a member of the privy council, and Lady 
Henry’s name was entered upon her majes- 
ty’s black books. Nor was she ever received 
again at court during the Victorian reign. 
I may ad@ that Lord Henry has been con- 
tinued as a member of the privy council by 
King Edward and is regarded by many asan 
fll used man.

As for the late duke of Beaufort, he was, 
even to the last and long after he had cele-, 
brated his golden wedding, a most gay and 
frivolous old man, who ruined himself to 
such an extent by his extravagance, es- 
pecially in theatrical enterprises . and in 
financing footlight favorites, that he was at 
last compelled to surrender the administra- 
tion of his estates to his eldest son, the pres- 
ent duke, and to retire with his wite to a 
small villa, near Bristol; on a small allow- 
ance, while endeavors were made to extri- 
cate in some manner the ducal property 
from the frightful embarrassment and con- 
fusion into which he had managed to plunge 
it. 

it may be remembered that he was one of 
the chief patrons of that most widely known 
of all gayety girls, Connie Gilchrist; and 
officiated in the r6le of her father, giving her 
away on the occasion of her marriage to the 
penniless ear! of Orkney, to whom the large 
fortune she had amassed proved a great 
boon.

The gracious 
courtesy with which the great lady received 
the girl; of whose reputation she was en- 
tirely cognizant, and the kindly hospitality 
which she extended to her, as if she had 
been the most honored of her guests, served 
as a remarkable object lesson of the way for 
a hostess to behave when confronted with 
such a predicament as that which the old 
duchess was called on to face when her hus- 
band brought Connie Gilchrist to his home, 
to his table, and to his wife.

So long as there is demand on the part 
of commer¢ial interests for money at 6 and 
54 per cent, the balances of country banks 
at the big centers will be limited to practical 
necessities. It cannot be expected that sur- 
plus accounts will be left to draw 2 per cent 
with metropolitan banks when the higher 
rate mentioned can besecured, Further, the 
country banker is beginning to learn some- 
thing to bis advantage in the matter of car- 
Ing for his money. With such steady ad- 
-vancement and expansion in all limes of busi- 
ness it should not be expected that the coun- 
try banker would forever remain behind and 
let the city banker do most of his thinking 
and a large part of his investing. .

There was an increase In deposits, 
but a loss in cash, and the figures were not 
indicative of any spécial change in money 
conditions.

Chicago Stocks 

In the Chicago market the feature of the 

week was the advance in North and West 
Chicago street railroad stocks. The buying 
was of course due to the belief that the Union 
Traction and the subsidiary companies will 
work out a scheme by which the expensive 
receivership can be dispensed with, the prop- 
erties be rehabilitated and earnings enlarged 
through the saving of funds which are now 
wasted upon some ornamental receivers and 
equally ornamental attorneys. Under the 
leases there has now accrued 20 per cent in 
rentals on North Chicago stock and 8.5 per 
cent on West Chicago stock. In dollars this 
is $1,184,000 due North Chicago and $849,065 
due West Chicago. 
Inamond Match stock ruled steady around 
124. The volume of liquidation has grown 
smaller and apparently current quotations 
are accepted as those at which buyers are 
willing to take a chance. The belief is gen- 
eral that the dividend will be reduced and this 
proepective fact may have been discounted, 
theugh that is mere surmise. 

The Biscuit shares were quiet, but the New 
York pool has held prices. Any decline which 
the common stock suffers in sympathy with 
New York is quickly made up when the gen- 
¢ral list changes for the better. 

Chicago Title and Trust does not show 
much improvement, though there is little 
offering. While earnthgs are large, there is 
uncertainty over the nit panes 8 position, due 
t6 litigation. 

Buying Bankers’ National. 

The strength which has obtained in Bank- 
ers' National for some time is explained by 
the fact that J. W. Stevens of the Iilinois Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company and his asso- 
clates have been purchasing the stock. They 
arc credited with having something Nke $300, - 
000 and seeking for more. The capital of the 
bank is $2,000,000. There has been a steady 
absorption of Bankers’ shares in an other- 
wise dull and weak market. 

Continental National stock has shown some 
activity, and sold in the latter part of the 
week at 235. This is an advance of appror- 
imately 10 points since the recent low. 

It is generally expected that the bank 
share list should do better in the coming 
months. Following are quotations: 


Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


With few exceptions trade in wholesale and 
jobbing circles showed a satisfactory vol- 
ume. Retail business was exceptionally ac- 
tive, making necessary many reorders from 
distributors. Orders for fall delivery were 
larger than usual at this season, being influ- 
enced in many lines by the prospects for 
large crops of all cereals throughout the 
west. Rains in the winter whéat belt brought 
needed relief to that section. 

‘ There werejespecially good sales of light 
summer clothing, the warm weather mak- 
ing this Hne of goods in particularly good 
demand. Other lines of seasonable wares 
were active also, 

The movement of grain showed some in- 
crease during the week, shipments of corn 
exhibiting the greatest increase, the high 
prices prevailing inducing the farmers to 
ship their grain, 

The markets for raw materfal were steady 
and as a rule quiet. In the wool trade it was 
claimed that the week was about the dullest 
that has been known in several years. There 
was less buying of woois in the interior than 
for some time past. At the same time prices 
have not been weak. 

Big Demand for Iron and Steel. 

In the iron and steel trade current specifi- 
eations show that the consumption of these 
metals at present exceeds that of last year. 
The production has algo increased. There 
is a marked scarcity of plates, due to a 
heavy consumption in shipyards, car works, 
and other consuming plants. Buying of pig 
fron was of fair volume.

CITY DEATH RATE DECREASED. 


Municipal Health Report Shows Less 
Mortality Despite the Unfavora- 
ble Weather Conditions. 


The report of the city health department 
which will be issued today shows mortality 
in Chicago last week underwent a marked 
decrease. This condition, in spite of in- 
clement weather, will continue, in the opin- 
ion. of the officials, if better weather is ex- 
rerienced @uring the restofthe month. Sev- 
enty-two fewer deaths were reported than 
during the previous week. The 580 deaths 
reported represent a rate of 1,476 per 100, or 
li per cent lower than that of the preceding 
week. Pneumonia and consumption were 
especially destructive. Of the 1,220 samples 
of milk tested in the municipal laboratory all 
were found to be free from preservatives. 
Inspection in the “loop” resulted in the 
condemnation of 110,483 pounds of foodstuffs 
during the week. 


SEEK CLEWS IN NESS MYSTERY. 


Police Uncertain Whether Woman 
Found Dead in Her Dwelling Was 
Murdered or Committed Suicide. 


The police are not certain that Mrs, Minnie 
Ness, whose body was found in her bedroom 
at 234 West Ohio street on Friday, was mur- 
dered and they are still trying to find her 
husband, Robert Ness.
